It was announced at NEWS 
press time Wednesday that the 
meeting of City Planning Com¬ 
mission scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day night at 8 o'clock. Mar. 10, 
in the City Hall for the pur¬ 
pose of holding the second 
hearing on the Bateman-Ho- 
warth request for a variance to 
operate a boys' home at 700 
Acacia, will also include time 
for further discussion of th.e 
proposed new zoning ordinance. 

After the Bateman hearing 
and one or two other items of 
business the balance of the 
evening will be devoted to 
study of the zoning plan, with 
emphasis on the letters, ques¬ 
tions, protests and petitions 
which have been received by 
City officials to date. 

Additional study meetings 
will be announced at a later 
date. 


Sierra Madre has a new mayor. He is Charles H. James, 
senior member of the City Council who was unanimously chosen 
at the Council meeting Feb. 23 to fill the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Charles G. Louk who was named postmaster 

of Sierra Madre on Dec. 31. 

Mr. Louk’s resignation was 
submitted to the Council on 
Jan. 31 shortly after he learned 
through a district postal office 
that he would not be permitted 
to hold the jobs of postmaster 
and mayor simultaneously. 
However, Council members 
were reluctant to accept his 
resignation until a final ruling 
on his status was received from 
Washington. During the period 
of waiting, Mr. Louk absented 
himself from the Council meet¬ 
ings. His resignation was fin¬ 
ally accepted with deep regret. 

Mr. James comes to the of¬ 
fice of mayor with a splendid 
background of experience dat¬ 
ing from 1951 when he was ap¬ 
pointed Councilman to fill the 
post vacated by Herman Barter. 
In 1952, James was elected 
Coucilman for a four year term. 

He has seen the City through 
some of its most troubled 
times, flood, fire and the sub¬ 
sequent work of providing ade¬ 
quate flood measures. He is 
well known for his quick, clear 
approach to civic problems. 

Mayor James, when not func¬ 
tioning on the Council, is as¬ 
sistant West Coast regional 
manager of the Lederlp Labor¬ 
atories division of American 
Cyanamid Co. 

He lives at 110 Rancho Rd. 
with his wife and two children. 

Mr. Louk who was chosen 
mayor to fill the vacancy cre¬ 
ated by the resignation of

Director Warns About 
Unvented Gas Heaters

City of Hope Program to be 
Celebrated Monday, March 7 


In the midst of the winter 
season, Director of Industrial 
Relations Paul Scharrenberg 
has again issued a warning to 
all residents on the dangerous 
use of unvented gas heaters. 
Each winter many men. wo- 
men, and children die unne¬ 
cessarily from carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning or burns received 
from open-fume unvented 
heaters. 

A necessary precaution be¬ 
fore placing heating equipment 
in use is to have it checked 
and adjusted. 

A few other simple rules 
should be observed. Before re¬ 
tiring turn off the heater. 
Leave windows open to admit 
a sufficient amount of air. Do 
not use the oven for room heat¬ 
ing. 

These factors contributed 
heavily to the consideration 
given by the Legislature in 
adopting amendments to the 
State Housing Act in 1951, pro¬ 
hibiting use of unvented non- 
approved gas appliances.

We who live in Sierra Madre 
little realize the terrific fire 
loss each year of the Nation. 
Just imagine more than $800,- 
000,000 gone up in smoke and 
flames! That’s the figure of the 
National Board of Fire Under¬ 
writers and it should be ac¬ 
curate. 

Much of this loss includes 
large industry fires. This report 
warns commercial establish¬ 
ments of the danger of permit¬ 
ting hazardous conditions to 
exist. Not only is valuable ma¬ 
terial lost, but lives of valu¬ 
able people. Home fires have 
been disastrous throughout the 
country. Many lives are lost, 
including innocent children 
unable to help themselves. 

Fires start so easily. Thought¬ 
lessly placing a burning ciga¬ 
rette on a shelf or any place 
where it can simmer long 
enough to reach an inflammble 
object will be the start of a 
fire that can reach major pro¬ 
portions. The cigarette is blam¬ 
ed, and justly so, for many 
fires. It is difficult to convince 
some of this fact, and we can 
only urge people to believe us 
in our plea for caution with 
their smokes. 

The worst offenders are those 
who risk smoking in bed. 
Sound sleep becomes so sound 
that many have never awaken¬ 
ed. 

The local firemen continue to 
meet and drill at regular inter¬ 
vals. A study of the water pres¬ 
sure supply to the local hos¬ 
pital was given a thorough 
study last drill. Two crews per¬ 
mit us to accomplish two style 
drills in the same evening. 

Following the drill, the busi¬ 
ness meeting presented prob¬ 
lems of all sorts. The matter 
of bringing the meeting rooms 
to a more presentable appear¬ 
ance is now in process. Paint 
has been ordered and a con¬ 
tract with a floor-finisher is 
underway. The floors will be 
sanded and re-finished. When 
this has been accomplished, we 
expect to have visitors to see 
the results. 

After that we may prevail 
upon the good nature of the 
men to arrange to have the sta¬ 
tion decorated so that when the 
school children visit, and the 
passers-by look, they will see 
that Sierra Madre really has a 
fire department. 

One of our men and his wife 
were seated at breakfast be¬ 
fore a large window. The win¬ 
dow focused into a similar 
window across the street.

zone changes where every¬ 
one at the meetings can 
see it, instead of only the 
few seated in front of or 
beside it.

The foregoing prompts us to 
ask you kindly to make room 
in your newspaper for letters 
from people concerned, for a 
campaign as follows: 

1. To have more hearings 
before the Planning Com¬ 
mission before decisions 
are reached; 

2. To space these meetings 
at least two weeks apart, 
in order to allow 7 the only 
Sierra Madre newspaper to 
report the problem to all 
residents and to give space 
and opportunity to them 
to air their view's in your 
newspaper. 

3. To urge the Planning 
Commission to hold the 
public hearings at the 
School, w'here there will be 
more room for people 
wanting to attend.

minimum of 20 years’ imprison, 
ment, and, for second or sub¬ 
sequent offenders, death. If a 
jury should provide ‘without 
capital punishment,’ it shall be 
for life imprisonment. 

"Penalties for the sale of 
marijuana to minors is 10 
years’ imprisonment, and for 
second offenders 20 years’ im¬ 
prisonment, again with no sus¬ 
pended sentences and no pro¬ 
bation. Proper safeguards are 
provided in this measure,” said 
Mr. Hiestand, “to prevent mis¬ 
carriage of justice for each of 
these provisos. 

“Additional educational fa¬ 
cilities and cooperation with 
State, County and local com¬ 
munities under the direction of 
the Department of Health, Edu¬ 
cation and Welfare are provid¬ 
ed. There is no excuse for this 
illicit traffic being concealed. 
The cold bare facts, tragic as 
they are, should be in posses¬ 
sion of all, and their tragic 
consequences laid frankly be¬ 
fore the people of otir country. 
There is no excuse for further 
inaction in this regard. It’s time 
we met this problem head-on,” 
urged Mr. Hiestand. “We have 
the strength, the power and the 
will to meet it. I believe this 
measure, properly enforced, will 
do the job.” 


HIESTAND INTRODUCES 
NARCOTICS BILL 

Representative Edgar W. Hie¬ 
stand, 21st District, California, 
today introduced a different 
Bill providing for the drastic 
stiffening of penalties for those 
found guilty of importing, sell¬ 
ing, buying, receiving or con¬ 
cealing and facilitating the 
transportation of narcotic drugs 
contrary to Federal Law. 

“The narcotic traffic,” said 
Representative Hiestand, “is a 
Federal problem because it is 
essentially an interstate, al¬ 
most an international probltsn. 
My Bill is a drastic one. It pro¬ 
vides, first of all, for the trans¬ 
fer of the responsibiities and 
powers of the Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotics from the Customs Depart¬ 
ment oj the Treasury to the 
Justice Department. This prob¬ 
lem, in my judgment, has be¬ 
come much more of a law en¬ 
forcement problem than a mere 
collection of customs problem, 
and it should be backed by the 
entire power of the Department 
of Justice, including the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigatiori- 
These law enforcement agen¬ 
cies have the power of inves¬ 
tigation, the power of prosecu¬ 
tion, and I am convinced we 
shall not be able adequately 
to enforce these laws until 
we make them a responsibility 
of the Attorney General. 

“The measure I recommend 
includes public health clinics 
for drug addicts. This should 
of course, come under the direc¬ 
tion of -the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
All of the resources of the med¬ 
ical profession should be con¬ 
centrated in these clinics and 
institutions. The problem can 
and must be met. It is a na¬ 
tional problem. Cooperative 
measures, however, are pro¬ 
vided that the relationship be¬ 
tween the Federal Government 
and the State, County and com¬ 
munity institutions can be 
complete. 

No Probation 

“Penalties for narcotics ped¬ 
dlers have been severely stif¬ 
fened by my Bill. Anyone found 
guilty of importing , selling, 
buying, receiving, concealing or 
facilitating the transportaion 
of narcotic drugs is subject to 
fine of $3000 and five to 10 
years’ imprisonment.

The meas¬ 
ure specifically provides that 
there shall be no suspension of 
sentences and no probation for 
second and third offenders.

Mr. Deutsch has a point in 
what he says about the ad¬ 
vantages of foster homes.

In the open hearing of the 
planning commission last week, 
there was discussion of the 
boys who would be placed in 
the proposed home as coming 
under subdivision “B”, but 
there was not a very clear ex¬ 
planation of that classification. 
The following is copied from 
JUVENILE LAWS OF CALI¬ 
FORNIA, Section 23, B.: 

“Person under twenty-one 
years of age who has no parent 
or guardian, or no parent or 
guardian willing to exercise or 
capable of exercising proper 
parental control; or who has no 
parent or guardian actually ex¬ 
ercising proper parental control 
and who is in need of such 
control.” 

In other words, boys classi¬ 
fied in “B” could be any ju¬ 
venile without parental control. 
There is nothing which says it 
does not include boys who have 
committed crimes or acts of vi¬ 
olence. Perhaps the small sup¬ 
port which Mr. Bateman had at 
the meeting would not have 
been there, had they under¬ 
stood the full meaning of the 
classification. The people of Si¬ 
erra Madre should fully under¬ 
stand.

funds, and the people whose 
homes had been destroyed were 
living in simple multiple hous¬ 
ing units erected with the 
same funds. 

Since the end of the war mil¬ 
lions of American dollars have 
been poured into Italy for re¬ 
construction and rehabilitaion. 
Yet, more frequently than we 
cared to see, the hammer and 
sickle shouted from the new 
walls that we had built, and 
peasants trudging along the 
roads greeted us with the rais¬ 
ed, clenched fists that mark 
the Communist everywhere. 

With the best intentions in 
the world, obviously, you can¬ 
not heal and rebuild a^ick na¬ 
tion from the outside—with 
bread, bricks or mortar or 
money. At the best you create 
a nation of resentful debtors; 
at worst a nation of willing 
paupers. 

There is no doubt that these 
aids were necessary at one time. 
They fulfilled a desperate 
need. And none will ever be 
able to withhold from the 
American people the credit for 
their generous, unhesitating 
change from conqueror and de¬ 
stroyer to friends and re-build- 
er. 

But the time comes when ev¬ 
ery sick man must begin to 
help himself if he is ever to 
be really well. And it is the 
same with countries. What they 
need now is freedom to trade, 
and to trade more freely with 
us. It is no longer wise for us 
to maintain tariff barriers that 
isolate us from the world 
market and keep our friends 
from realizing the increased 
prosperity that healthy world 
trade brings. 

Besides, far from injuring us, 
relaxed trade policies should 
strengthen our economy along 
with that of our allies, increase 
our stature in the eyes of the 
world, and thus happily weaken 
our enemies. 

This is one moment in his¬ 
tory when it would be of bene¬ 
fit to heed the statement of the 
ancient philosopher who said, 
“The noblest charity is to pre¬ 
vent a man from accepting 
charity; and the best alms are 
to show and to enable a man 
to dispense with alms.”

At a recent lecture on inter¬ 
national affairs at the Pasa¬ 
dena Civic Auditorium, a dis¬ 
tinguished American editor, Dr. 
Erwin D. Canham, said that 
what we need in addition to 
our Voice of America program 
is another* called the Ear of 
America. For, he suggested, we 
need to listen to the vital 
things that other countries are 
continually trying to tell us 
about themselves. And I agree. 

One of these things—and 
one that a traveler in Europe 
hears everywhere—is the plea 
of the people that they be al¬ 
lowed a chance to earn their 
own way. Perhaps, if this plea 
were heeded in America and 
given the measure of credence 
it merits, there would be fewer 
opportunities for the reluctant 
American taxpayer to refer bit¬ 
terly to the ingratitude and 
laziness of the nations that 
take his dollars. The grum¬ 
bling taxpayer assumes first 
that his alms are indispens¬ 
able, and then that the recipi¬ 
ents of his unwilling largesse 
are raking in their benefits with 
fiendish eagerness while they 
laugh at him for being a suck¬ 
er. This is a dangerously false 
picture of the real situation. 

It is dangerous because it 
shows an utter lack of under¬ 
standing on the part of Ameri¬ 
cans at a time when under¬ 
standing should be the very 
fabric of their friendship with 
the free world. It is danger¬ 
ous because it leads us to at¬ 
tempt to solve an unprecedent¬ 
ed problem of economic heal¬ 
ing and rebuilding from the 
outside by donations, instead 
of from within by the stimu¬ 
lation of trade. 

This was brought home most 
forcibly to us in Italy as we fol¬ 
lowed the route our advancing 
armies had taken from their 
beachheads at Salerno and An- 
zio during the last war. We 
saw along the way many 
heartbreaking e v i d e n c es of 
burned out, blown up and caved 
in buildings that had once 
been shops and homes.

ASTHMA

Asthma is one of the oldest 
and most wretched afflictions 
known to man. Despite all ad¬ 
vances in medical science du¬ 
ring the past few decades, it 
has been estimated that two 
per cent of the people now liv¬ 
ing in America suffer from re¬ 
current asthmatic attacks. This 
all too common disorder is a 
progressive one and, if un¬ 
treated. may result in near- 
invalidism or even death. 

Although this condition gen¬ 
erally begins in childhood or 
early maturity, it may occur at 
any age. About one-third of 
all cases appear in children 
under 10 and but one per cent 
in people over 60 years of age. 
Asthma also seems to occur 
somewhat more frequently in 
men than in women. 

Before the age of 35, asthma 
is generally caused by an al¬ 
lergy to various dusts, pollens, 
feathers, textiles, foods, ani¬ 
mals or any one of many other 
things. An exquisitely sensi¬ 
tive individual, for instance, 
may react to any strong odor, 
such as that of fresh paint, per¬ 


fumes, tobacco smoke, or some 
particular food. As a matter of 
fact, about 75 per cent of all 
asthmatic attacks in this par¬ 
ticular age group are caused 
by allergies to substances that 
are inhaled or eaten. 

Attacks that begin after 35, 
how'ever, are usually caused by 
sensitivity (allergy) to some 
type of inner infection which 
may exist in the sinuses, teeth, 
gallbladder or other parts of the 
body. And, of course, an indi¬ 
vidual may have elements of 
both classes, and attacks then 
occur at any age. 

Asthma may also be inherit¬ 
ed. Studies show that 40 to 70 
per cent of asthmatic children 
present a family history of 
asthma and 40 to 60 per cent 
of adults also give such a his¬ 
tory. 

The most common symptom 
of asthma is difficulty in 
breathing, which occurs because 
the air passages to and within 
the lungs are narrowed by 
swelling, constrictiou and ex¬ 
cessive mucus. This is often 
accompanied by a feeling of 
suffocation and a sensation of 
heaviness and pressure within 
the chest, and the strenuous 
effort to get more air into the 
lungs produces the character¬ 
istic wheeze and cough of the 
asthmatic. 

Treatment should first con¬ 
sist of removing the cause if 
it is at all possible. It is 
therefore advisable to get med¬ 
ical care promptly in order that 
the offending agent be discov¬ 
ered and eliminated. Vaccines 
also may help those individu¬ 
als whose attacks are due to 
some outside allergen.

The Com¬ 
mies tried to attack it from the 
mainland and lost two whole 
divisions in the attempt. The 
Nationalists threw them off 
with tremendous losses. The 
Matsu situation is very similar. 
It is a large island close to 
the port of Kwoochow.

The Formosa Resolution pas¬ 
sed by the Congress, is in my 
judgment, an excellent state¬ 
ment of policy. It should stab¬ 
ilize the situation in Southeast 
Asia without exactly defining 
and telling the Communists 
our detailed plans. It states a 
policy, and should be a war 
preventative. The Communists 
do not know clearly what is¬ 
lands we will, or will not de¬ 
fend, except that in general, 
Formosa and the Pescadores, 
“and whatever else is neces¬ 
sary”. They do know there 
will be no sancutary for their 
forces if they should attack us, 
and that’s important. 

Thus a redeployment out of 
the small off-shore islands and 
the Tachens may be advisable, 
being a military decision. We 
can, should, and will defend 
Formosa and the Pescadores. 
Again defense of Quemoy and 
Matsu, for possible blockade 
reasons may be militarily wise. 
I assure you there is no 
thought here of our participat¬ 
ing with ground troops. It is 
unnecessary, unwise, and I am 
convinced will not be done.

Lesson for March 13: Matthew 6: 
3-8; 7: 7-11; James 3: 13-16. 

Golden Text: l John 3: 14. 

When the disciples asked Jesus 
how to pray, he first exposed the 
false notions of those who loved 
to pray on the corners of the street 
that they might be seen of men. 
Prayer is to be made to God and 
not to men. Therefore the disciples 
were told to enter into their closets 
when they would pray. And Jesus 
declared that men are not heard 
for their much speaking. Some 
men in their praying deliver long 
addresses unto God as if he needs 
to be informed about conditions. 
God knows all about us and all 
our needs before we ask him any¬ 
thing. 

Jesus used the form of Hebrew 
poetry, using a double triplet, as he 
was speaking of prayer. We are 
to ask and seek and knock, as¬ 
sured that we shall receive and find 
and have the door opened (Mat¬ 
thew 7: 7-8). 

Through trust in an earthly fa¬ 
ther, Jesus taught men to look 
with confidence toward the Heav¬ 
enly Father, as knowing that He 
will not give them a stone when 
they ask for bread but wiil. out of 
his infinite goodness and wisdom, 
grant them all good things. 

James believed in faith healing 
and wrote the disciples to avail 
themselves of it, not only for 
themselves but also for others.
